BE W ARY ON HITCH HIKERS 


I 
With the number of hitch hikers steadily increasing as warm weath- 
* tr 
nears motorists are warned by the Pennsylvania Motor Federation 
to use caution in giving rides to strangers. 
Many of those soliciting rides are traveling from place to place 
. seeking employment, the federation says, but among these are certain 
of the criminal element who take advantage of this practice to carry out 
* their depredations. 
The federation points out that ride 
soliciting by pedestrians on 
. Pennsylvania highways is illegal under an act passed by the legislature 
; in 1931. 
While the motorist naturally wants to do all he can to help along 
the worthy individual, he must safeguard himself against the criminal. 
It usually is difficult, however, to know where to draw the line. 
Many 
firms operating trucks have forbidden drivers to give rides to anyone, 
and commercial travelers frequently are warned by their companies 'o 
beware of the hi^ch hiker. 
In view of the unusually large number of people traveling from j 
place to place these days the railroads are patrolling their lines more 
carefully than ever, and thereby give less opportunity to ‘ride the rods’. 
This has driven many undesirables to the highways, and has added to the 
dangers of giving lifts to the wayside traveler. 
Attention is called to the fact that in Pennsylvania the motorist 
is held liable for any injury to guests in his car, and that this applies to 
the hitch hiker in case of an accident. 
All of this should be taken into 
consideration before stopping along street or highway to pick up a 
stranger. 
Because of existing economic conditions the law banning ride 
soliciting is not being rigidly enforced in Pennsylvania and motorists 
must Judge for themselves wdien confronted by the hitch hiker.

r « F ONLY GOOD PLANTS FOR 
SETTING IN GARDEN 
Cabbage, cauliflower, lettuce and 
onion plants are set in the garden 
during April in the southern coun­ 
ties and in May In the northern 
counties. 
Tomatoes, peppers and 
*gKplants are set out in May in the 
sou*hern counties and in June in 
the northern counties, 
line best cabbage and cauliflower 
plants are transplanted ones with 
well-developed 
root 
systems, 
six 
inches tall, stem s stocky and fairly 
stiff, and dark green, bluish, red ­ 
dish, or purplish in color which 
shows th at they are properly h a r­ 
dened to outdoor conditions. 
Tomatoes, peppers and eggplants 
should also be transplanted once 
and sometimes twice before plan t­ 
ing into the garden. 
They should 
be eight inches tall and have a 
stocky, pliable stem which is p u r­ 
ple in color. 
The leaves should 
have a dark green color instead of 
light green and tom atoes should 
have a reddish tinge on the under 
side of the leaves. 
W hen plants are purchased the 
development of the root system is 
probably more im portant th an the 
top. 
A well-developed root system 
contains m any fibrous small roots 
imbedded in a ball of earth. 
In planting make the holes larger 
than necessary, place the plant in 
the hole somewhat deeper th an it 
stood in the plant bed and cover 
the roots with soil. 
W ater at this 
point so th at the soil will settle 
well around the roots and drive out 
the air spaces. 
Finish the planting 
operation 
by 
drawing 
loose 
soil i 
around the plant.

Seeds including 15 different vari­ 
eties of vegetables are being dis­ 
tributed. 
Only persons on relief 
rolls are eligible to raise “thrift 
gardens.” 
Last year 179,801 such gardens 
were planted and cultivated by more 
than 375,000 persons. 
G ardening 
activities are expected to be great­ 
er this year as the result of heav­ 
ier relief lists. 
“T hrift gardens” last year aver­ 
aged a return of $25.32 per family. 
The cost per family for the distri­ 
bution of seeds was $1.67. 
Produce grown in these gardens 
by relief recipients will not affect 
the am ount of aid they receive from 
the relief adm inistration. Commer­ 
cial m arkets will not be threatened 
by the projects, it was pointed out, 
since the gardeners raise and con­ 
sume vegetables which they 
could 
not otherwise buy. 
In addition to the individual plots, 
large tracts of land near the m etro­ 
politan areas have been set aside 
for community gardens to be taken 
care of by residents of cities who 
have insufficient land or none at 
all. 
These, areas have 
been 
sub­ 
divided into gardens of 2.500 and 
5 r»oo 
uare feet. 
A 
parcel

ground will be allotted to any fam ­ 
ily on direct relief according to 
their needs and ability to care for 
gardens.

The Brookings report held that 
the power of industrial groups has 
been vastly Increased under NRA. 
Further, trade practice provisions

Brookings study. New jobs from the 
recovery unit totalled 1,750,000, said 
the report, but this has been ac­ 
complished by a spreading of work 
rather than by increasing the total 
amount of work. 
“It is our view.” said the report, 
“that the NRA has had the effect 
of restricting production below the 
levels it otherwise would have a t­ 
tained. hence th at it has reduced 
the total amount of employment. 
“Not only did the program fail to 
work out as planned, but the plan 
itself was. in our judgment, a mis­ 
take.”

Anti-Lynching 
Bill Opposed 


Group Of Southern Senators 
Openly Filibuster Against 
Measure 


Discovery Made at "Fountain of Youth” Site 


SEEK TO DELAY

the B ankhead Farm bill in the sen­ 
ate today in an effort to block a 
vote on the W agner-Costigan anti- 
lynching bill. 
W hile actually favoring enactm ent 
of the farm measure, the southern­ 
ers hoped to keep it before the sen­ 
ate until the senate finance com­ 
m ittee reports the adm inistration’s 
new NRA bill. 
The latter measure 
probably will be reported Monday. 
Then, th e southerners will try to 
persuade 
the senate to take up 
President Roosevelt’s NRA bill in­ 
stead of the anti-lynching measure. 
This procedure will be followed 
for weeks in an effort to postpone 
a vote on the lynching bill until the 
closing days of the session. At th at 
time, by threatening to stage a vic­ 
ious filibuster against it, the south­ 
erners hope the senate will a ban- I 
don the m easure entirely. 
The B ankhead bill, used as a j 
screen for the anti-lynching fili- j 
buster, would create a $1,050,000.000 
corporation to extend loans, to farm ­ 
ers and farm tenants for the pur­ 
chase of farm s and outbuildings. 
Its author, Senator Bankhead (D) 
of Alabama, said it would relieve 
distress among 100,000 tenant farm ­ 
ers and share-croppers. 
The W agner-Costigan bill would 
m ake local officers liable to heavy 
punishm ent in federal courts if any 
prisoner were lynched through of­ 
ficial neglect or carelessness. 
It 
also would make a county liable to 
a civil damage suit of $2,000 to 
$10,000 to be paid the family of 
any victim of a lynching.
